3001  Second  Congress  Resolution  Regulating  Foreign  Coins. 

Established  by  an  Act  of  Congress  in  April,  1792,  the 
Mint  got  off  to  a  slow  start,  due  in  part  to  inferior 
machinery  and  a  lack  of  the  necessary  bullion  with 
which  to  strike  coins.  To  satisfy  coinage  demand  until 
such  time  as  the  Mint  was  fully  operational,  Congress 
passed  An  Act  regulating  Foreign  Coins,  and  for  other 
purposes,  in  November,  1792,  which  was  signed  into 
law  by  President  George  Washington  in  February,  1793. 
This  Act  established  the  legal  tender  status  of  several 
foreign  coinages  then  in  circulation  for  the  duration  of 
three  years,  beginning  July  1,  1793,  regulating  them  to 
values  in  proportion  with  the  recently  adopted  United 
States  monetary  system.  The  only  foreign  coins  exempt 
from  the  July,  1796,  legal  tender  expiration  were  the 
Spanish  milled  dollar  and  its  subsidiary  denominations, 
which  were  closely  related  to  the  adopted  United  States 
monetary  system.  The  Act  also  subjected  all  other 
foreign  coins  to  be  denied  legal  tender  status,  until 
examples  could  be  tested  for  compliance  with  the  U.S. 
standards  by  the  assayer  of  the  United  States  Mint. 

This  law  was  effectively  repealed  when  Congress 
passed  the  Coinage  Act  of  1857,  which,  among  other 
things,  officially  abolished  the  legal  tender  status  of  all 
foreign  coins,  including  the  Spanish  milled  dollar. 

This  printing  of  the  foreign  coin  regulatory  Act, 
approved  February  9,  1793,  is  type-signed  by  Jonathan 
Trumbull,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  John 
Adams,  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  and  President 
of  the  Senate,  and  George  Washington,  President  of  the 
United  States.  On  the  back  are  two  handwritten  dockets, 
dated  1793,  with  some  show-through  to  the  front. 
Several  folds  are  present,  with  some  foxing  and  minor 
tears  around  the  edges.  The  central  horizontal  crease 
and  a  couple  edge  tears  are  expertly  reinforced  on  the 
back  side  only.  All  type  and  docketing  is  clear.  Printed 
by  Childs  and  Swaine.  This  is  a  rare  and  intriguing 
piece  of  early  United  States  Mint  history.

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3002  An  Act  for  the  Exportation  of  Machinery  to  the 
United  States  Mint.  In  January,  1816,  the  smelting 
and  milling  structures  of  the  United  States  Mint 
in  Philadelphia  caught  fire  and  were  completely 
destroyed,  along  with  all  the  rolling  and  smelting 
equipment  inside  them.  This  disaster  effectively 
stopped  silver  and  gold  coin  production  for  a 
year  as  new  facilities  were  erected,  and  while  the 
United  States  government  and  the  Director  of  the 
Mint,  Robert  M.  Patterson,  negotiated  to  acquire 
replacement  machinery  from  England. 

Tensions  with  the  British  were  strong,  however, 
closely  following  the  War  of  1812,  and  prohibitions 
were  in  effect  in  England  against  the  export  of  such 
equipment  to  the  United  States.  On  June  26,  1816, 
however,  possibly  due  to  the  efforts  of  Patterson, 
and  in  the  aftermath  of  a  similar  fire  just  two 
months  earlier  at  the  London  Mint,  the  British 
Parliament  made  allowances  and  passed  An  Act 
to  enable  His  Majesty  to  authorize  the  Exportation 
of  the  Machinery  necessary  for  erecting  a  Mint  in  the 
United  States  of  America.  The  law  did  not  repeal 
the  provisions  in  existence,  but  rather  authorized 
the  King  to  make  an  exception  of  sorts,  which  he 
graciously  did. 

This  printing  of  the  Act  of  Parliament  is  spread 
on  two  conjoined  sheets,  with  a  pale  blue  tint  to  the 
paper.  Some  minor  foxing  and  several  small  tears 
are  seen  along  the  left  (bound)  edge,  with  a  few 
wrinkles  along  the  bottom,  though  the  document 
appears  otherwise  well-preserved.  All  type  is  clear. 
Printed  in  1816  by  Sir  D.  Hunter  Blair  and  J.  Bruce, 
“Printers  to  the  King’s  most  Excellent  Majesty.”  Not 
only  is  this  document  linked  to  an  important  event 
in  the  history  of  the  early  United  States  Mint,  it 
also  offers  a  unique  perspective  on  the  early  19th 
century  political  relationship  between  young 
America  and  the  country  from  which  it  won  its 
independence.

This  late  die  state  has  an  internal 
cud  connecting  GI  of  FUGIO  to  the  inner  border  above  those 
letters,  referred  to  by  Newman  as  1.1 -C.  The  so-called  Continental 
dollars  have  proven  over  time  to  be  one  of  the  most  enduringly 
popular  Colonial  issues  from  the  time  of  the  Revolutionary  War. 
They  were  produced  shortly  after  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
during  the  summer  and  perhaps  the  early  fall  of  1776.  Intended 
to  serve  as  circulating  one  dollar  pieces  in  silver,  they  were  never 
struck  in  silver  in  large  numbers  after  the  failure  of  a  silver  bullion 
delivery  from  France.  Pewter  coins  may  have  circulated  in  fairly 
large  numbers,  however,  and  Garret  and  Guth  (in  the  100  Greatest 
U.S.  Coins)  postulate  1,000  to  2,000  survivors  in  pewter. 

The  current  example  is  noticeably  worn  from  obvious  circulation, 
and  shows  a  few  rim  bumps  and  minor  marks.

The  Denver  Post  reported 
that  115  million  coins  were  made  in  Denver  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  including  an  increased  production  of  dimes.  The 
July  5,  1918  article  noted  that  the  Mint  would  be  closed  for  the 
month  of  July,  and  would  restart  on  August  1,  on  an  eight-hour 
basis.  Just  over  a  month  earlier,  the  same  newspaper  reported: 

“The  demand  of  the  country  for  small  coins  became  acute 
soon  after  the  declaration  of  war.  The  mints  of  the  country 
were  set  to  working  double  time.  The  Denver  coinage  plant 
has  confined  itself  to  the  small  pieces  and  the  result  is  that 
the  banks  are  beginning  to  cry  enough  and  the  treasury 
department  finding  itself  stocked.” 

The  22,674,800  dimes  coined  in  Denver  in  1918  represents 
one-fourth  of  the  90  million  coins  struck  there  during  the  calendar 
year,  and  about  one-third  of  the  total  face  value.The  central  bands 
of  this  Premium  Gem  Mercury  dime  are  fully  split,  and  all  other 
details  are  equally  bold,  with  brilliant  and  frosty  mint  luster.  The 
obverse  has  a  few  minuscule  splashes  of  dark  toning,  and  the 
reverse  is  entirely  untoned.

4438  1796  B-l,  R.4,  VG8  NGC.  the  scarcer  of  the  two  varieties,  is 
attributed  by  the  6  in  the  date  almost  centered  between  the  bust 
and  the  dentils  (the  “Low  6”),  and  the  highest  curl  under  the  left 
side  of  the  E  in  LIBERTY.  Both  the  B-l  and  B-2  varieties  share  the 
same  reverse. 

The  1796  quarter  dollar  is  a  one-year  type  coin,  and  obviously 
necessary  for  the  completion  of  an  early  U.S.  type  collection. 
Additional  demand  by  early-quarter  date  and  variety  collectors 
further  contributes  to  the  great  desirability  of  the  1796.  Authors 
Rea,  Peterson,  Karoleff,  and  Kovach  appropriately  indicate  in 
their  recent  Early  Quarter  Dollars  reference:  “Due  to  its  rarity  and 
desirability,  the  appearance  of  any  1796  quarter  in  an  auction  —  no 
matter  the  coin’s  condition  —  is  a  ‘marquee  event.’  ° 

Whispers  of  subtle  gold  and  lavender  visit  the  grayish  surfaces 
of  the  present  offering.  The  design  features  are  well-struck  for  the 
grade  designation.  Indeed,  in  the  opinion  of  this  cataloger  (JPA), 
the  obverse  might  lay  claims  to  Fine  condition.  Liberty’s  eye  and 
ear  show  clearly,  as  does  much  of  the  lower  hair  and  some  of  the 
drapery  folds.  Moreover,  the  date,  stars,  and  letters  in  LIBERTY  are 
relatively  strong.

A  wonderful  example  of  the  famous  6/Horizontal  6  Seated  half,  one 
of  the  most  dramatic  and  sought-after  overdates  of  any  series. 

There  are  two  distinct  date  logotypes  used  for  the  1846  half 
dollars.  The  first,  dubbed  Medium  Date,  was  the  same  size  used  on 
half  dollars  of  1843-1845  and  was  also  used  to  date  some  1846  cents. 
A  second  logotype,  the  Large  Date,  was  used  for  a  minority  of  half 
dollars  struck  in  1846  and  was  unused  in  any  other  years. 

It  appears  that  the  date  punch  from  this  era  included  the  first 
three  digits:  184.  The  final  digit  was  punched  separately,  which 
allowed  for  the  three-digit  punch  to  be  reused  for  10  years  but  also 
created  numerous  positional  varieties.  One  of  the  most  popular  is 
the  Guide  Book-listed  1846  6  over  horizontal  6,  which  used  the 
medium-sized  puncheon.  The  final  digit  was  initially  punched 
sideways  in  error,  then  corrected  with  a  second,  upright  punch.  The 
horizontal  digit  can  be  prominently  seen  without  magnification. 

The  underdigit  is  strongly  evident  on  this  piece.  The  striking 
details  are  sharp  overall,  although  not  completely  brought  up  in  all 
areas.  The  lustrous  surfaces  display  a  pleasing  mix  of  reddish-gold, 
lilac,  and  blue  toning.  PCGS  has  certified  just  57  examples  of  this 
variety,  and  only  six  are  Mint  State  (4/14).  A  mere  three  specimens 
are  graded  finer  than  the  current  piece  (all  MS63).

The  PCGS  website  estimates 
that  fewer  than  100  pieces  are  known.  PCGS  and  NGC  have 
graded  66  examples  in  all  grades,  and  our  Auction  Archives  lists  44 
pieces  appearing  at  the  major  auction  houses  since  1993  (the  vast 
majority  since  about  2000). 

This  Good  4  offering  displays  mostly  deep-gray  fields  that 
highlight  light  silver-gray  devices.

A  trio  of  turn'of'the'Century  San 
Francisco  dates  are  notably  rare  in  Mint  State,  to  the  delight  and 
consternation  of  series  collectors  who  seek  them.  Ongoing  debate 
alternates  over  which  date  is  rarer  —  the  1901  -S,  the  1902-S,  or 
the  1904-S  —  with  each  issue  having  its  proponents.  The  1904-S 
claims  the  lowest  mintage,  with  just  553,038  pieces  produced.  The 
tally  for  the  number  of  certified  Mint  State  survivors  is  a  close  race, 
with  the  1901-S  showing  51  pieces,  the  1902-S  just  80  pieces,  and 
the  1904-S  only  50  pieces  in  all  Mint  State  grades,  PCGS  and 
NGC  combined  (5/14). 

Each  of  these  rare  dates  commands  a  large  premium  in  today’s 
market  and  each  is  in  short  supply.  The  present  coin  is  a  rare,  Select 
Uncirculated  example  with  the  Plus  designation  from  PCGS  for 
high-end  quality.  It  is  the  only  Mint  State  coin  of  this  date  to 
receive  the  Plus  from  PCGS.

Haseltine  listed  the  same  die  pair 
as  number  13  in  his  Type  Chart,  and  thought  it  was  “probably 
unique,  as  I  have  never  seen  or  heard  of  another  of  this  variety.” 
Many  have  surfaced  since  then,  however,  most  of  them  in  lower 
circulated  grades.  The  latest  Bowers  Encyclopedia  suggests  between 
100  and  150  known  in  all  grades. 

The  variety  remains  far  scarcer  than  the  usually  encountered 
Flowing  Hair  dollars.

The  central  devices  gleam  with  silver  highlights,  while  the  fields 
are  graced  by  iridescent  shades  of  golden-brown  and  violet  patina.

Much  of  the  228,000  coin  production  remained  in 
Mint  and  Treasury  vaults  for  nearly  100  years  until  the  GSA  sales 
of  the  1970s.  More  than  148,000  of  those  coins,  representing  two- 
thirds  of  the  original  production,  were  distributed  in  those  sales.

Despite  a  mintage  approaching  11  million 
pieces,  the  1886-0  Morgan  dollar,  for  unknown  reasons,  did 
not  appear  in  great  quantities  in  the  Treasury  release  of  1962- 
1964.  Bowers  (1993)  theorizes  that  the  majority  of  the  mintage, 
perhaps  6  to  8  million  coins,  was  melted  under  terms  of  the  1918 
Pittman  Act,  and  another  few  million  entered  the  channels  of 
commerce.  In  any  event,  the  1886-0  is  scarce  above  MS62,  and 
Gem  and  finer  examples  are  virtually  unknown. 

A  melange  of  soft  violet,  lavender,  cobalt-blue,  and  gold-orange 
patination  cascades  over  the  obverse  of  this  high-end  near-Gem, 
while  the  reverse  displays  more  of  a  light  silver-gray  appearance.

Just  four  coins  have  broken 
the  Gem  barrier  at  the  two  services  combined  (all  at  PCGS), 
with  three  coins  in  MS65,  and  one  amazing  MS67  Deep  Mirror 
Prooflike  example  (4/14). 

In  truth,  the  issue  is  seldom  found  well-struck  or  with  good 
eye  appeal.  Bowers  says,  “The  luster  on  the  1886-0  ranges  from 
flat,  grainy,  and  lifeless  to  fairly  frosty,  the  last  being  in  the  distinct 
minority.”

467 1  1889-CC  MS64  PCGS.  The  1889-CC  silver  dollar  issue  is  unusual 
in  that  is  was  excluded,  save  for  a  single  example,  from  the  great 
GSA  Treasury  releases  of  Morgan  dollars.  The  1889-CC  claims  a 
low  reported  mintage  of  350,000  coins,  and  much  of  the  mintage 
was  later  melted,  perhaps  in  the  post- 19 18  Pittman  Act  meltings 
of  more  than  270  million  silver  dollars.  In  any  case,  today  it  is  the 
great  key  rarity  to  the  various  CC-mint  Morgan  dollar  issues,  far 
overshadowing  its  nearest  competitors  for  that  title,  the  1879-CC 
and  1893-CC. 

Another  little-noticed  factor  that  seems  to  confirm  its  rarity 
today,  compared  to  the  number  reportedly  struck,  is  that  several 
die  pairings  are  known  for  the  1889-CC  Morgan  dollars,  based 
mostly  on  tiny  differences  in  the  respective  obverse  and  reverse 
dies.  Ten  obverse  dies  and  seven  reverse  dies  were  reportedly  sent 
to  the  Carson  City  Mint  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint  for  that  year’s 
coinage  —  and  yet,  the  most-commonly  seen  obverse  for  the  1889- 
CC  is  from  a  single  die  pairing,  one  showing  a  thin  die  line  running 
left  from  a  cotton  leaf  to  the  corn  leaf  nearby. 

The  prevalence  of  this  single  obverse  die  could  be  either 
the  result  of  one  die  being  used  more  often  than  others,  or  the 
subsequent  melting  of  examples  struck  from  other  die  pairings,  but 
in  either  scenario  it  does  tend  to  support  the  theory  that  many 
survivors  disappeared  through  later  attrition.  The  1889-CC  is  rare 
in  MS64  condition  and  finer  examples  are  almost  unobtainable. 

The  present  coin  is  an  attractive  Choice  example,  with  sharply 
detailed  design  elements  and  vibrant  cartwheel  mint  luster.  The 
mostly  brilliant  surfaces  show  a  few  hints  of  pale  gold  toning  with 
only  minor  signs  of  contact.

Whispers  of  soft  gold-tan  color  reside  on  both  sides  of  this 
example,  each  of  which  retains  luster  in  the  recessed  areas.

4715  1921-D  $1  —  3rd  Dollar  Released  From  the  Denver  Mint, 
Presentation  Piece  —  NGC  MS61.  This  left  obverse  field  is 
carefully  engraved  “3RD  DOLLAR  RELEASED  FROM  1ST  100 
/  EVER  COINED  AT  DENVER  MINT  /  THOMAS  ANNEAR 
SUPT.”  In  May  1921,  Morgan  dollars  were  struck  for  the  first  time 
in  the  Denver  mint.  While  no  special  ceremonies  were  held  for  the 
striking  of  these  coins,  the  first  two  pieces  were  sent  to  State  Senator 
L.C.  Phipps,  who  gave  one  to  the  Colorado  School  of  Mines  and 
the  other  to  the  Colorado  Historical  Society.  Both  pieces  were  not 
engraved  as  were  coins  3  through  12,  and  both  were  subsequently 
stolen.  Coins  3  through  12  have  the  above  inscription  engraved. 
Numbers  3  through  12  appeared  in  a  B.  Max  Mehl  sale  in  December 
1923  as  lots  1040  through  1049.  The  lot  1040  description  includes 
a  quote  from  a  May  22,  1921  letter  from  Supt.  Annear  to  Charles 
W.  Cowell,  “the  ten  silver  dollars  purchased  by  you  from  the  Mint 
were  from  the  first  hundred  ever  coined  in  this  institution.  At  the 
request  of  the  Director  of  the  Mint,  I  sent  two  silver  dollars  to 
Washington  ...  Yours  were  the  next  ten  released.”  Researcher  Adna 
Wilder  concluded  that  Cowell  was  responsible  for  the  engraving. 
The  coin  itself  is  well-struck,  with  satiny  luster  and  pearl-gray 
surfaces  that  show  a  bit  of  faint  peripheral  toning  on  both  sides.

The 
existence  of  superhigh-grade  pieces  is,  however,  likely  due  as 
much  to  careful  preservation  as  to  high  mintages.

According  to  the  Guide  Book  of  Morgan 
Silver  Dollars ,  production  quality  was  inconsistent  with  some  coins 
showing  flat  strike  definition  over  the  centers  and  others  displaying 
above-average  definition. 

This  coin  is  one  of  the  latter  examples,  even  if  the  hair  detail 
above  Liberty’s  ear  falls  just  shy  of  being  fully  struck.  Either  at 
arm’s-length  or  when  closely  examined  the  Deep  Cameo  contrast 
is  unmistakable  on  each  side,  as  the  jet-black  fields  complement 
snow-white  frosted  devices.

Numismatists  have  often  speculated 
about  the  possible  existence  of  any  non-proof  1895  Morgan  dollars 
from  Philadelphia.  Bowers,  in  his  Silver  Dollars  and  Trade  Dollars 
of  the  United  States,  A  Complete  Encyclopedia  (1993),  quoted  the 
traditional  mintage  figure  of  12,000  business  strikes  for  this  date, 
although  he  noted:  “I  have  never  seen  an  authentic  specimen. 
It  is  presumed  that  the  entire  mintage,  if  indeed  it  ever  existed, 
consisting  of  only  12  mint  bags,  went  to  the  melting  pot  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Pittman  Act  of  1918.”  In  2004,  Bowers  was 
more  definite  in  his  opinion  regarding  this  issue.  In  The  Official 
Red  Book  of  Morgan  Silver  Dollars,  Bowers  states  “In  1895,  at 
the  Philadelphia  Mint,  there  was  no  coinage  of  silver  dollars  for 
circulation.”  Perhaps  the  alleged  mintage  of  12,000  business  strikes 
in  1895  will  never  be  definitively  proven  or  disproven. 

Among  the  finest  specimens  that  we  have  ever  seen,  this 
Premium  Gem  proof  displays  essentially  untoned  surfaces  that 
only  exhibit  hints  of  golden  color  on  the  high  points  of  the  design 
and  along  the  rim.  The  deeply  reflective  fields  and  sharply  struck 
devices  are  equally  free  of  grade-limiting  blemishes.  Sharp  contrast 
is  evident  on  both  sides  and  this  factor  easily  warrants  a  Cameo 
designation.  We  anticipate  significant  bidder  interest  when  this 
conditionally  scarce  example  crosses  the  auction  block.  Census:  16 
in  66  Cameo  (1  in  66+  Cameo),  19  finer  (4/14).

Rare  Zerbe  Proof,  Possibly  24  Examples  Struck 
Only  Five  Pieces  Extant 
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4729  1921-S  SP64  PCGS  Secure.  CAC.  The  192 1-S  Zerbe  proofs  were  struck  near  the  end  of  the  year  in  1921,  at  the  request  of  prominent  numismatist 
Faran  Zerbe.  The  coins  are  great  rarities  in  the  Morgan  dollar  series,  much  more  elusive  than  their  Philadelphia  counterparts.  The  official  mintage 
total  is  unknown,  but  the  most-often  quoted  figure  is  just  24  pieces  struck.  At  least  five  examples  survive  today,  as  detailed  in  our  roster  below. 
PCGS  has  graded  a  total  of  five  coins,  possibly  including  some  resubmissions,  while  NGC  has  not  certified  any  examples  of  this  issue.  Stuart  Mosher 
told  the  story  of  the  origin  of  these  coins  in  an  article  in  the  July  1955  issue  of  The  Numismatist: 

“About  10  years  ago,  Farran  Zerbe,  father  of  the  Peace  dollar  and  our  first  American  numismatic  missionary,  told  me  an  intriguing 
story  regarding  a  branch  mint  Morgan  dollar  issued  in  proof. 

“In  1921  he  was  in  California  awaiting  the  arrival  of  the  dies  that  were  to  be  used  to  strike  the  first  Peace  dol¬ 
lars  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint.  The  Mint  phoned  him  that  the  dies  had  arrived  and  he  hastened  there  to  see  them  put  into 
operation.  The  new  1921  dies  had  arrived  all  right  but  they  turned  out  to  be  dies  for  the  old  Morgan  design  which  had  not 
been  coined  since  1904,  and  not  the  dies  for  the  Peace  dollar  which  he  had  worked  so  hard  and  long  to  promote. 

“Mr.  Zerbe  told  me  that  he  suggested  to  the  chagrined  Mint  officials  that  they  could  assuage  his  disappointment  somewhat  if  they  would 
strike  off  a  few  Morgan  dollars  from  the  new  1921  dies  in  proof  condition.  They  were  happy  to  oblige  and  manufactured  about  two 
dozen  which  he  bought  and  later  handed  out  to  his  various  coin  collecting  friends  throughout  the  country.  While  I  have  never  seen  one 
of  these  proofs  it  is  logical  to  suppose  some  of  them  are  extant.” 

Only  a  handful  of  specimens  are  known  today,  including  this  impressive  SP64  example.  The  design  elements  are  sharply  detailed  in  most  areas  but, 
like  all  examples  of  this  issue,  the  feathers  on  the  eagle’s  breast  are  not  distinct.  Most  numismatists  believe  the  detail  was  not  completely  engraved  into 
the  die,  accounting  for  the  flatness  always  seen  in  this  area.  The  fields  display  the  moderate  reflectivity  associated  with  Zerbe  proofs,  mixed  with  some 
cartwheel  mint  luster  on  both  sides.  The  well-preserved  surfaces  show  a  few  hints  of  pale  gold  toning,  adding  to  the  outstanding  eye  appeal. 

The  following  roster  lists  the  grades  of  the  coins  we  have  traced  in  their  last  auction  appearances.  Current  population  data 
shows  two  SP65  coins  and  three  SP64  coins,  all  at  PCGS  (5/14).  These  figures  may  include  resubmissions,  as  we  do  not  believe  the 
ANS  coin  has  been  certified.  Mark  Van  Winkle  remembers  seeing  what  may  be  another  example  prior  to  the  1979  ANA  Convention.

The  present  coin  is  a  delightful  Superb  Gem,  with  sharply 
detailed  design  elements  and  vibrant  mint  luster  on  both  sides.

Although  its  days  as  a  stalwart  medium 
of  exchange  and  favored  denomination  had  long  since  passed,  the 
tiny  gold  dollar  hung  on  until  1889,  a  full  50  years  of  up-and-down 
production.  1,779  proofs  were  made  in  the  final  year  —  a  record 
number,  perhaps  anticipating  a  big  farewell,  but  grading  events 
at  PCGS  and  NGC  suggest  much  of  the  mintage  did  not  sell  and 
either  was  placed  into  circulation  or  melted.  This  example  shows 
areas  of  weakness  at  Liberty’s  headdress,  where  missing  feathers 
are  the  result  of  die  lapping  and  polishing,  and  ERT  of  LIBERTY 
is  effaced.

All  quarter  eagles  of  this  date  are 
rare,  whether  they  are  the  Wide  Date,  Five  Berries  BD-2  variety 
or  the  Close  Date,  Four  Berries  BD-1  die  pairing.  Only  two  die 
pairs  were  used  for  this  year  in  monogamous  pairings,  designated 
1-A  and  2-B  in  Bass-Dannreuther.  Only  1,094  quarter  eagles  were 
reportedly  struck  in  1798,  and  both  types  are  quite  rare,  the  BD-1 
a  bit  more  so.  No  more  quarter  eagles  would  be  struck  (according 
to  their  obverse  dates,  at  least)  until  1802.  Given  that  the  1796 
and  1797  quarter  eagles  are  so  seldom  seen,  the  1798  date  gives 
collectors  their  best  hope  of  obtaining  a  high-grade  early  quarter 
eagle  dated  in  the  18th  century. 

This  piece  shows  no  evidence  of  the  later  die  state  sometimes 
seen  in  the  form  of  obverse  die  cracks;  the  small,  raised  die  lump 
near  star  1  is  a  constant,  apparently.  Dannreuther  estimates  that 
only  45  to  55  survive  in  all  grades.  This  AU50  ANACS-certified 
piece  displays  light  field  chatter  with  only  a  couple  of  larger  ticks. 
The  attractive  surfaces  show  a  yellow-gold  base  with  amber-gold 
field  accents  and  deeper  reddish  accents  at  a  couple  of  areas  near 
the  rims  on  each  side.

As 
expected  with  such  a  low  production,  the  surfaces  display  prooflike 
tendencies,  although  the  reflectivity  is  somewhat  tempered  by  light 
abrasions.  Diagonal  adjustment  marks  are  visible  on  the  reverse 
eagle  and  clouds. 

The  overdate  is  bold  on  this  example,  which  is  one  of  the  few 
Mint  State  coins  available.  Only  a  dozen  or  so  examples  exist  in 
Uncirculated  condition.  The  obverse  die  was  on  its  last  legs  when 
the  coin  was  struck,  with  several  fine,  spiderlike  die  cracks  among 
the  stars  and  at  the  periphery.

This  date  had  an  unknown  proof  mintage  that  was 
undoubtedly  small,  with  10  pieces  as  the  most  optimistic  estimate 
that  we  have  heard.  Akers  stated  that  there  are  five  or  six  proofs 
known,  according  to  PCGS  Coinfacts.  Five  unimpaired  specimens 
have  been  graded  by  NGC  (3)  and  PCGS  (2);  in  grades  ranging 
from  PR63  to  PR66. 

While  there  has  been  much  controversy  over  prooflike  coins 
being  rated  as  proofs  of  this  date,  the  present  piece  shows  undeniable 
evidence  of  one  of  the  few  known  proofs.  The  strike  definition  is 
razor-sharp  on  virtually  every  design  detail,  save  for  a  small  area  of 
softness  on  the  eagle’s  upper  left  (facing)  wing,  just  to  the  left  of 
the  shield  (this  feature  was  also  recognized  on  an  NGC  PR63  coin 
that  we  sold  in  our  2009  Central  States  auction  in  Cincinnati).

A  popular  and  in-demand  Dahlonega  quarter 
eagle,  important  to  collectors  both  as  a  first-year  issue  and  as  the  only 
Classic  Head  quarter  eagle  from  this  Mint.  A  mintage  of  13,674  pieces 
was  accomplished  from  a  single  obverse  die  and  two  reverse  dies. 
This  example  is  from  the  Winter  Variety  1-A  die  pair,  characterized 
by  a  Weak  Branch  Stem,  the  result  of  lapping  the  reverse  die. 

Although  designated  by  NGC  as  Improperly  Cleaned,  this  coin 
retains  its  appeal  and  crisp  AU  sharpness.

Not  only  is  the 
1864  issue  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  quarter  eagles,  it  is  also  among  the 
most  notable  rarities  in  the  entire  U.S.  gold  series.  Just  18  to  22  pieces 
are  thought  to  exist  from  an  original  mintage  of  2,800  pieces. 

The  current  coin  is  Details-graded  by  PCGS  for  Filed  Rims.  A 
brilliant,  yellow-gold  example,  the  coin  is  perhaps  a  bit  bright,  but 
it  is  otherwise  pleasing  and  well-struck.  A  couple  of  light  scrapes 
are  seen  on  Liberty’s  cheek.  Most  quarter  eagle  collections  have 
a  hole  to  fill  for  the  1864  date  (and  possibly  for  the  rare  1865  and 
1866  dates  as  well).

Liberty  quarter  eagle  was  struck  from  the  first  deposit  of  California 
gold  to  reach  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  1848.  Only  1,389  quarter 
eagles  were  struck  with  the  incuse  letters  stamped  into  the  reverse 
to  commemorate  the  historic  events  taking  place  in  the  Far  West  at 
that  time.

Enormous  numbers  of  minor  silver  and  copper  coins 
and  double  eagles  were  struck  in  1875,  coming  at  the  expense  of 
the  smaller-denomination  gold  coins,  which  were  struck  in  record- 
low  quantities.  The  eagle  was  struck  for  circulation  in  the  amount 
of  only  100  coins,  a  record  low  for  a  gold  U.S.  regular  issue.  The 
half  eagle  saw  200  circulation  strikes,  and  the  gold  dollar  and 
quarter  eagle  each  saw  400  pieces  coined.  The  three  dollar  gold  was 
a  proof-only  issue. 

This  Choice  AU  PCGS  quarter  eagle  is  about  in  an  average 
grade  for  examples  certified  at  the  major  services.  PCGS  shows 
16  submissions  in  this  grade,  but  only  eight  are  finer  (4/14).

Liberty  Head  quarter  eagles  minted 
during  the  decade  of  the  1880s  were  all  low-mintage  affairs,  ranging 
from  a  low  of  640  coins  produced  in  1881  to  a  high  of  17,600 
coins  struck  in  1889.

Strong  D.  With  a  mintage  of  just  55,600 
coins,  the  191 1-D  quarter  eagle  is  the  undisputed  key  to  series, 
and  draws  strong  demand  in  all  grades.  This  boldly  struck  piece 
displays  sharp  definition  and  rich  orange-gold  luster,  with  a  few 
lilac  overtones  seen  periodically  across  each  side.

4787  191 1-D  MS63  PCGS.  The  191  I'D  quarter  eagle  is  a  low- 
mintage  issue,  struck  in  the  amount  of  only  55,680  pieces.  We  and 
other  numismatists  have  pointed  out  that  it  is  the  sole  barrier  to 
completing  the  entire  Indian  Head  quarter  eagle  series,  as  the  sole 
issue  that  is  somewhat  rare  and  expensive  regardless  of  grade.  If  one 
chooses  to  complete  a  Mint  State  set,  some  other  issues,  notably 
the  1914  and  1914'D,  come  into  play  as  conditional  rarities,  but 
the  191 1-D  is  the  only  issue  that  is  relatively  expensive  compared 
to  the  other  series  issues  in  all  grades. 

The  191 1-D  half  eagles  and  191 1-D  eagles  were  also  rather  low- 
mintage  issues,  but  in  those  series  there  are  other  issues  that  have 
even  lower  mintages  —  such  as  the  1909-0  half  eagle  —  or  which 
are  melt  rarities,  such  as  the  eagles  dated  1920-S,  1930-S,  and  1933. 
The  191 1-D  quarter  eagle  stands  out  solely  because  of  its  small 
production  compared  to  the  other  members  of  the  set,  with  the 
ensuing  great  demand  from  collectors. 

This  is  a  sharply  struck  example  (including  the  mintmark)  that 
displays  rich  reddish-gold  color  with  significant  portions  of  lilac 
over  each  side  (especially  so  on  the  reverse).  Minimally  abraded 
throughout  with  no  singularly  mentionable  marks.

4788  191 1-D  MS65  PCGS.  Strong  D.  The  191  I'D  is  by  far  the 
most  famous  and  elusive  issue  in  the  Indian  quarter  eagle  series, 
and  is  recognized  as  such  by  collectors  in  virtually  all  areas  of 
numismatics.  Only  55,680  pieces  were  struck,  and  few  were  saved 
from  circulation  at  the  time  of  issue.  Additionally,  most  Mint  State 
survivors  are  in  the  lower  grade  levels,  and  Gem-quality  pieces  are 
among  the  most  sought-after  of  all  Indian  quarter  eagles.  Akers 
writes  of  this  issue: 

“The  191 1-D  is  one  of  those  few  issues  in  the  Gold  series 
which  ‘has  it  all  going  for  it.’  The  lowest  mintage  of  the 
series,  the  rarest  [quarter  eagle]  of  its  design  in  Mint  State, 
the  second  rarest  in  MS65,  the  first  Denver  Quarter- Eagle 
emission  in  American  history,  and  a  level  of  reputation 
throughout  the  entire  Numismatic  Community  are  factors 
which  jointly  combine  to  make  the  191 1-D  a  very  popular 
item.” 

Akers  further  notes  that  two  die  pairs  were  used  to  strike  this  issue, 
but  most  of  the  mintage  was  produced  from  only  one.  Examples  are 
known  with  bold  and  weak  mintmarks,  but  these  are  not  diagnostic 
of  the  different  die  pairs;  rather  the  weak  mintmark  variety  is  likely 
the  result  of  the  die  clogging  with  dirt  or  metal  dust.  Striking  pressure 
does  not  appear  to  be  a  factor  either,  as  most  examples  of  this  date 
exhibit  well-struck  details,  even  with  a  weakly  defined  mintmark. 

The  Gem  representative  here  offered  is  of  the  Strong  D  variety, 
and  is  one  of  only  22  Gem-graded  191 1-D  quarter  eagles  at  PCGS, 
with  just  three  numerically  finer  (5/14).  The  surfaces  exhibit 
medium  green-gold  patina,  with  softly  frosted  underlying  luster 
that  exhibits  a  faintly  granular  texture  when  viewed  beneath  a  lens, 
a  characteristic  of  most  191 1-D  quarter  eagles.  A  bold  wire  rim 
around  the  obverse  periphery  from  1 1  to  5  o’clock  is  diagnostic  of 
all  genuine  examples  of  this  issue.  The  surfaces  are  remarkably  free 
of  unsightly  abrasions,  giving  this  piece  exceptional  visual  appeal, 
and  putting  it  squarely  in  the  upper  end  of  the  Gem  grade  level.

Luster  is  surprisingly 
flashy,  particularly  at  the  obverse  margins  and  through  the  reverse 
fields.  As  is  typically  the  case  with  the  sunken-relief  Pratt  design, 
the  1915  quarter  eagle  is  relatively  accessible  in  lesser  Mint  State 
grades  but  challenging  in  Gem  and  better  —  a  factor  of  the  fields 
going  unprotected  from  abrasion  for  a  century,  more  or  less.

A  moderate  mintage  of  26,010  pieces  resulted 
in  many  survivors  of  this  issue  in  circulated  condition,  but  few 
coins  were  saved  in  Mint  State.  The  current  reports  indicate  just 
four  pieces  grade  numerically  finer  than  the  present  example  by 
PCGS  or  NGC  combined  (4/14). 

Semiprooflike  fields  surround  frosted  devices  for  this  three 
dollar  gold.  Appealing  apricot-gold  patina  displays  orange  accents 
and  lime-green  highlights  when  viewed  at  an  angle.

4797  1870  MS65  ★  Prooflike  NGC.  Only  3,500  business-strike  three 
dollar  gold  pieces  were  struck  in  1870,  making  the  issue  difficult 
to  locate  in  all  grades  today.  High  grade  examples  are  especially 
rare,  but  the  few  Mint  State  survivors  are  generally  attractive  coins 
with  prooflike  surfaces.  The  coin  offered  here  is  the  finest  certified 
example  at  either  of  the  leading  grading  services,  with  no  serious 
competition.  To  date,  NGC  has  graded  11  coins  with  the  Prooflike 
designation,  and  only  this  coin  grades  above  MS62  Prooflike. 
PCGS  does  not  recognize  the  Prooflike  designation,  but  the  finest 
grade  awarded  any  1870  three  dollar  gold  piece  there  is  MS64. 
NGC  has  also  graded  three  MS64  examples,  without  the  Prooflike 
designation  (5/14).  Q.  David  Bowers  and  Doug  Winter  estimate 
only  25-30  examples  survive  in  all  Mint  State  grades. 

The  entire  business-strike  mintage  was  delivered  on  January 
18.  The  dies  were  polished  vigorously,  so  much  so  that  the  leaf 
in  the  wreath  next  to  the  date  was  nearly  effaced.  This  feature 
makes  it  easy  to  differentiate  between  prooflike  business-strikes 
and  real  proofs,  although  this  distinction  was  not  known  to  early 
catalogers.  It  is  likely  that  many  coins  listed  as  proofs  in  the  19th 
and  early  20th  century  were  actually  prooflike  business-strikes. 

The  present  coin  is  a  stunning  Gem,  with  sharply  detailed 
design  elements  that  show  significant  amounts  of  mint  frost.  The 
well-preserved  yellow-gold  surfaces  display  prooflike  reflectivity 
throughout,  with  occasional  die  striae  on  both  sides.  No  large  or 
distracting  surface  flaws  are  evident  and  eye  appeal  is  terrific.  This 
coin  will  improve  the  finest  collection  or  Registry  Set.

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4808  1886  PR67  Deep  Cameo  PCGS.  The  1886  proof  three  dollar 
gold  piece  claims  a  generous  mintage  of  142  pieces,  but  only 
1,000  business-strikes  were  coined,  putting  considerable  pressure 
on  the  supply  of  proofs  from  date  collectors.  Probably  no  more 
than  80-100  proofs  survive  today  in  all  grades,  but  the  population 
data  from  the  grading  services  is  unreliable  because  of  multiple 
resubmissions  and  crossovers.  Currently,  PCGS  and  NGC  have 
combined  to  register  155  certification  events,  13  more  coins  than 
were  originally  minted  (5/14). 

Unlike  large  denomination  gold  coins,  collecting  three  dollar 
gold  pieces  was  not  out  of  the  question  for  ambitious  19th  century 
collectors.  The  three-dollar  face  value  of  each  coin  was  not  too 
great  for  a  well-to-do  collector  to  set  aside,  since  the  series  was 
relatively  short  and  nice  examples  of  the  Philadelphia  issues  were 
easily  purchased  for  reasonable  prices.  The  usual  procedure  was  for 
collectors  to  purchase  a  proof  example  from  the  Mint  every  year  to 
update  their  collections,  but  the  coins  appeared  in  auction  catalogs 
with  some  frequency  as  well.  The  later  years  of  the  series,  including 
the  1886,  seem  to  have  been  hoarded  by  dealers  and  collectors  who 
took  note  of  the  small  business-strike  mintages.  These  coins  were 
not  offered  as  often  as  the  earlier  years  in  19th  century  auctions, 
but  they  came  out  of  hiding  in  later  years.  The  example  in  lot  719a 
of  the  Matthew  Stickney  Collection  (Henry  Chapman,  6/1907) 
realized  $6,  considerably  more  than  similar  coins  had  realized  in 
the  previous  century.  More  recent  sales  include  the  PR66  Cameo 
PCGS  specimen  in  lot  4825  of  the  FUN  Signature  (Heritage, 
1/2012),  which  realized  $40,  250. 

The  present  coin  is  a  magnificent  Superb  Gem,  tied  with  one 
other  coin  at  NGC  for  finest  certified  honors  (4/14).  Razor-sharp 
definition  and  rich  mint  frost  are  present  on  all  design  elements 
creating  Intense  cameo  contrast  with  the  deeply  mirrored  fields. 
The  well-preserved  yellow-gold  surfaces  show  the  slight  orange-peel 
texture  of  the  finest  19th  century  proofs  and  eye  appeal  is  terrific. 
This  coin  will  be  a  prize  for  the  Registry  Set  enthusiast.  Population:

The  grade  of  this  coin  —  with  the 
Plus  designation  from  PCGS  —  is  just  a  tick  better  than  the  PR64 
example  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  which  is  always  a  good 
fact  to  have  in  reserve  for  the  successful  buyer  of  this  lustrous, 
borderline  Gem.  A  debatable  mintage  of  291  pieces  seems  high  for 
the  number  of  survivors,  estimated  to  be  in  the  neighborhood  of 
between  120  and  150  pieces  in  all  grades. 

A  sharp  strike  accompanies  the  frosted  devices  set  on  deeply 
mirrored,  medium  gold  fields.

The  Centered  Overdate  is  confirmed  by 
the  2  free  of  the  bust,  and  the  diagnostic  leaf  points  between  RI  on 
the  reverse. 

The  coin  is  struck  from  a  late  state  of  the  reverse  die,  with  two 
long,  curving  die  cracks  easily  discerned.  One  travels  from  the  rim 
through  the  S  in  STATES,  then  through  the  cloud,  field  star  1, 
the  ribbon,  and  to  the  left  shield  point.  Another  significant  crack 
runs  a  course  from  the  bottom  rim  through  the  C  of  AMERICA, 
to  the  lowest  berry  and  branch,  along  the  shield,  and  eventually 
up  to  field  star  11.  The  extensively  cracked  reverse  contributed 
to  its  early  demise,  resulting  in  the  rarity  of  the  variety.  The  Bass 
Collection  was  missing  this  very  rare  die  pair. 

The  current  example  is  sharply  struck.  Reddish-gold  accents 
appear  in  the  stars  and  legends  and  enhance  the  olive-gold  patina.

This 
coin  represents  the  BD-4  variety,  with  a  perfect  T  and  the  3  in 
the  date  just  touching  the  bust.  The  BD-4  is  a  scarce  variety  that 
accounted  for  6,000-9,000  pieces  of  the  reported  mintage,  with  a 
surviving  population  of  125-175  examples  in  all  grades.

The  mintage  of 
16,734  pieces  is  actually  deceiving  based  on  the  number  of  survivors 
and  the  infrequency  of  auction  appearances  of  this  rare  date.  Both 
sides  of  the  coin  display  pinpoint  sharpness  and  prooflike  fields  that 
suggest  at  the  very  least  that  it  was  an  early  striking.  Attractive, 
medium-gold  color  shows  rose  and  orange  accents  on  the  rims  and 
frosted  devices.

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4842  1845  PR64  Cameo  NGC.  It  was  not  until  1858  that  the  Mint  began  marketing  proof  gold  coins  to  collectors,  and  the  rare  earlier  pieces 
(with  a  few  exceptions)  were  likely  all  at  one  point  part  of  complete  proof  sets,  which  the  Mint  struck  and  encased  chiefly  for  presentation 
to  foreign  dignitaries  and  U.S.  political  officials,  and  not  initially  for  direct  sale  to  American  collectors.  By  the  1840s,  however,  proof 
sets  could  be  purchased  from  the  Mint  for  face  value,  plus  a  three  dollar,  eight  and  one  half  cent,  additional  charge  for  a  plush-lined 
morocco  leather  display  case,  and  some  of  these  sets  were  purportedly  also  used  as  trading  material  to  enhance  the  Mint  Cabinet  Collection. 
All  were  produced  only  in  limited  quantities,  and  surviving  individual  coins  are  exceedingly  rare  and  highly  sought-after. 

The  exact  number  of  1845  proof  sets  made  that  contained  an  example  of  the  half  eagle  is  unknown,  though  popular  estimates  put  the 
total  at  only  four  or  five  sets.  One  such  set  is  known  to  have  been  placed  in  the  Mint  Cabinet  Collection,  likely  immediately  following 
production,  and  now  resides  intact  and  unobtainable  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution.  Another  set  remained  hidden  from  the  numismatic 
world  in  an  English  bank  vault  for  over  a  century,  until  it  was  finally  discovered  and  sold  in  1979,  though  the  coins  have  now  been  dispersed. 
No  other  sets  containing  the  gold  denominations  are  known  to  have  survived  intact,  but  during  the  1940s  and  1950s,  John  Jay  Pittman 
succeeded  in  reassembling  a  complete  1845  proof  set  of  individual  pieces  in  all  denominations,  and  also  acquired  an  original  Mint  presentation 
case  (possibly  via  Abe  Kosoff)  in  which  to  house  them,  though  this  set  was  also  dispersed,  in  the  1998  sale  of  the  Pittman  Collection. 

The  three  1845  half  eagles  represented  in  these  sets  are  the  only  known  examples  of  the  proof  issue,  but  there  is  an  additional  proof  eagle  of  1845 
known  to  exist,  which  could  mean  that  a  fourth  example  of  the  half  eagle  also  existed  at  one  point.  Of  the  three  known  half  eagles,  however,  the  two 
privately  owned  pieces  (particularly  the  Pittman  coin)  have  been  submitted  to  the  grading  services  on  multiple  occasions,  and  some  of  these  submissions 
have  not  been  removed  from  the  population  reports,  making  the  1845  proof,  to  the  novice,  seem  more  obtainable  than  it  actually  is. 

The  exceptional  piece  here  offered  is  the  Pittman  specimen,  and  this  is  the  first  time  it  has  appeared  at  auction  since  1999.  Short 
horizontal  die  lines  at  the  edge  of  the  eagle’s  left  leg  and  lower  three  wing  feathers  are  diagnostic  of  the  proof  reverse  die,  which  was 
also  used  to  strike  the  proof  half  eagles  of  1844,  1846,  and  1848,  according  to  Akers.  The  date  is  boldly  punched,  with  all  four  numerals 
connected.  The  frosty  devices  are  struck  to  full  definition,  and  boldly  contrast  with  the  deeply  mirrored  fields.  A  moderate  number  of 
hairlines  are  detected  in  the  fields,  but  deep  yellow-gold  color  continues  to  deliver  seemingly  unrivaled  visual  appeal.  This  coin  represents 
an  important  piece  of  numismatic  history,  and  a  rare  link  to  the  humble  beginnings  of  United  States  proof  gold  coinage.

We  would  estimate  that  perhaps  14  survive  in  all 
grades  and  levels  of  contrast.  This  Select  proof  is  the  sole  Deep 
Cameo  certified  in  any  grade  at  PCGS.  The  surfaces  are  lovely 
orange-gold  color  with  good  overall  reflectivity  and  marked  field' 
device  contrast.

4844  1897  PR63  PCGS.  The  1897  proof  half  eagle,  with  a  reported 
mintage  of  83  pieces,  infrequently  appears  at  auction.  In  fact, 
our  Auction  Archives  shows  only  21  appearances  at  the  major 
auction  companies  since  1978.  The  numerical  grades  of  these 
appearances  range  from  PR50  to  PR66,  with  near-Gem  pieces 
being  the  most  frequently  occurring.  By  comparison,  PCGS  and 
NGC  have  graded  39  examples  ranging  from  PR60  to  PR67.  The

4854  1800  AU58  PCGS.  BD-1,  High  R.3  Bass-Dannreuther  Die 
State  b/c.  This  is  the  only  known  die  marriage  for  the  1800  eagles. 
It  shows  obverse  star  9  nearly  touching  Y  in  LIBERTY,  and  the 
reverse  die  is  the  same  one  used  for  the  1799  B-10  variety,  as  well 
as  the  1801  B-l  variety.  With  a  reported  mintage  of  5,999  coins, 
this  date  is  more  available  than  expected,  and  John  Dannreuther 
speculates  that  a  failed  1801  obverse  die  resulted  in  the  reuse  of  this 
1800  obverse  die  to  strike  additional  1800-dated  coins  in  1801. 

This  is  a  gorgeous  near-Mint  example  with  deep  green-gold 
toning  and  watery  semiprooflikeness  in  the  fields.  It  is  sharply 
struck  with  scattered  minor  abrasions  and  faint  high-point  wear 
noted  on  both  sides.

The  subtype  only  lasted  through  mid- 1839,  when 
changes  were  made  to  the  portrait  and  reverse  letters.  The  present 
wheat-gold  example  shows  only  minor  wear.  The  strike  is  good 
except  on  the  lower  stars.  The  head  of  Liberty  and  the  eagle 
are  outlined  with  pinscratches  added  during  an  idle  hour  long 
ago,  visible  with  a  sharp  eye  and  a  glass.  This  is  by  far  the  most 
challenging  date  of  the  two-year  type.

4868  1879-0  MS61  PCGS  Secure.  Variety  1.  Closed  in  the  early  days 
of  the  Civil  War,  the  New  Orleans  Mint  was  reopened  in  1879, 
primarily  to  help  produce  the  enormous  number  of  Morgan  dollars 
required  under  the  terms  of  the  Bland- Allison  Act.  Fortunately,  a 
small  number  of  eagles  and  double  eagles  was  also  produced  in  1879, 
and  these  coins  are  quite  popular  with  present-day  collectors. 

From  a  modest  mintage  of  just  1,500  pieces,  the  1879-0  Liberty 
ten  is  the  third-rarest  New  Orleans  eagle.  Doug  Winter  estimates 
115-135  examples  remain  extant  in  all  grades,  and  high-grade 
specimens  are  rare.  Only  two  coins  have  been  certified  in  Mint 
State,  the  present  PCGS-graded  example,  and  an  NGC-graded 
MS61  (4/14).  Only  one  die  variety  is  known  for  the  date. 

Collecting  large  denomination  gold  coins  did  not  become 
popular  in  this  country  until  the  late  1930s,  but  the  1879-0  had 
made  a  name  for  itself  long  before  the  rest  of  the  series  became 
popular.  An  early  auction  appearance  of  the  1879-0  was  in  the 
Charles  W.  Cowell  Collection  (B.  Max  Mehl,  11/1911),  lot  488: 

“1879  Only  1,500  coined.  Extremely  rare.  In  fact,  one  of  the 
rarest  of  the  entire  series.” 

The  current  auction  prices  realized  record  for  an  1879-0  is 
$64,625.

4874  1897  PR64  Deep  Cameo  PCGS.  The  mintage  figure  for  this  late 
19th  century  issue  has  been  stated  for  years  as  69  pieces,  and  is 
currently  listed  that  way  in  the  2014  Guide  Book.  Garrett  and  Guth, 
however,  writing  in  their  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  Gold  Coins  (2008), 
list  the  mintage  for  this  proof  issue  as  86  coins.  Regardless  of  which 
number  is  correct  (or  if  neither  is  correct)  the  1897  is  certainly  a 
low'mintage  date  that  has  seen  a  low  rate  of  survivorship.  PCGS 
and  NGC  have  graded  a  combined  total  of  30  coins,  yet  Garrett 
and  Guth  insist  that  a  mere  20  to  25  pieces  actually  exist. 

This  gorgeous  example  is  fully  struck  and  shows  the  expected 
degree  of  fiekhto-device  contrast  in  abundance  on  both  sides.  The 
deep'mirror  reflectivity  in  the  jet-black  fields  is  fathomless,  and 
the  golden  devices  are  richly  frosted.

Rim  (net  mintage  of  472  coins)  and  the  ultrarare  1907  Rolled 
Rim,  Periods  issue  (net  mintage  50  coins).  The  latter  coin  is  also 
variously  called  Rolled  Edge  or  Rounded  Rim,  Periods.  The  1907 
No  Periods  was  a  redesign  by  Henry  Hering,  Augustus  Saint' 
Gaudens’  assistant,  possibly  with  added  help  from  Charles  Barber, 
Mint  engraver.  The  1907  No  Periods  is  scarce  at  the  Gem  level 
and  finer,  although  a  few  Superb  Gems  are  known.  The  present 
Premium  Gem  offers  super  eye  appeal,  with  frosty,  mattelike 
orange-gold  surfaces  and  thick  mint  luster.  The  only  marks  worthy 
of  mention  are  a  couple  of  tiny,  well-hidden  scrapes  on  the  lower 
eagle’s  body.  PCGS  and  NGC  combined  have  certified  just  39 
examples  numerically  finer  (5/14).

The  1850-0  double  eagle 
was  the  first-year  regular-issue  twenty  dollar  gold  coin,  authorized 
by  the  Act  of  March  3,  1849,  as  well  as  the  first  twenty  dollar  gold 
piece  produced  at  a  branch  mint,  adding  to  its  popularity  with 
collectors.  The  New  Orleans  mintage  consisted  of  only  141,000 
coins  and  surviving  examples  are  rare,  with  Mint  State  survivors 
being  exceedingly  rare.  This  is  the  sole  example  awarded  a  Mint 
State  grade  by  PCGS  out  of  the  235  coins  they  have  certified,  with 
NGC  having  awarded  Mint  State  grades  to  only  five  examples;  2  in 
MS60,  2  in  MS61,  and  one  MS62  among  the  298  pieces  they  have 
handled,  with  some  degree  of  crossover  likely  skewing  the  totals. 

To  compound  the  scarcity,  there  are  three  varieties  of  the 
1850-0  double  eagle,  with  only  Variety  3  considered  common.  A 
Mint  State  example  of  the  better  Variety  1,  the  only  variety  with 
an  Open  5,  with  the  other  diagnostic  being  the  mintmark  not 
touching  the  tailfeathers.  This  coin  exhibits  yellow-gold  color  on 
the  obverse,  with  the  reverse  displaying  shades  of  orange,  red,  and 
green-gold.  The  peripheral  detail  is  lacking,  particularly  on  the 
obverse,  with  areas  of  softness  present  at  the  central  reverse  as  well.

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4897  1854-0  AU55  NGC.  The  1854-0  and  1856-0  double  eagle  rarities  have  been  identified  as  important  issues  for  many  decades.  Both 
issues  had  extremely  small  mintages  as  a  result  of  the  newly  opened  San  Francisco  Mint.  From  1850  to  1853,  substantial  amounts  of 
California  gold  arrived  at  the  New  Orleans  Mint,  along  with  the  usual  supply  from  Central  and  South  America.  New  Orleans  Mint  deposit 
records  indicate  that  90%  of  all  gold  was  from  California.  Later  deposits  beginning  in  1854  continued  to  consist  of  a  high  percentage 
of  California  gold,  but  the  total  deposits  were  substantially  smaller. 

From  1850  to  1853,  the  New  Orleans  Mint  converted  an  average  of  195,000  ounces  of  gold  into  coinage.  From  1854  to  1861,  the  average  was 
just  24,000  ounces.  In  fact,  the  year  1851  alone  saw  the  production  of  388,772  ounces  of  gold  coins,  compared  to  192,586  ounces  for  all  eight  years 
from  1854  to  1861. 

Nearly  40  years  have  passed  since  this  example  was  last  offered  for  public  competition.  Since  that  time,  other  census  level  pieces 
have  been  offered  on  multiple  occasions.  Our  roster  includes  four  examples  graded  AU58,  four  others  graded  AU55,  and  eight  examples 
graded  AU50.  We  have  located  just  five  other  pieces  grading  VF  or  XF  to  round  out  the  21  distinct  examples  in  our  record. 

For  several  decades,  numismatists  have  considered  the  1856-0  as  a  rarer  issue  than  the  1854-0,  given  the  much  lower  mintage.  New  Orleans 
records  show  that  3,250  examples  of  this  1854-0  were  minted,  compared  to  2,250  examples  of  the  1856-0.  Our  record  of  21  examples  of  the  1854- 
O  compares  to  a  similar  record  of  23  distinctly  different  examples  of  the  1856-0.  The  1854-0  appears  more  frequently  at  auction,  suggesting  a  more 
plentiful  issue.  However,  the  1854-0  double  eagle  is  equally  as  rare  as  the  1856-0,  if  not  slightly  rarer.  Our  roster  of  21  examples  follows. 

This  Choice  AU  piece  last  appeared  at  auction  in  1975.  The  surfaces  show  faint  reflectivity  with  brilliant  and  beautiful  yellow  color.  Both 
sides  have  unmarked  rims,  with  only  minor  handling  marks  in  the  fields.  A  thin,  nearly  vertical  scratch  extends  down  from  star  6  on  the  obverse, 
an  identifying  mark  that  is  clearly  visible  in  the  1975  catalog  plate.  This  is  an  extraordinary  double  eagle  for  the  advanced  specialist.

Collectors,  of  course,  would  like  to  know 
which  coins  were  struck  by  whom  —  especially,  which  coins  were 
struck  under  the  authority  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America. 

Different  theories  abound  based  on  the  condition  of  the  dies 
and  whether  the  coin  shows  a  strong  date  or  a  weak  date.  Weak 
dates  outnumber  strong  dates  perhaps  5  to  1  for  the  issue.  Coupled 
with  some  examples  showing  a  die  crack  from  near  star  2  to  the 
chin,  a  possible  correlation  exists  (according  to  research  by  Doug 
Winter).

The  population  of  known  1886  double  eagles 
is  split  almost  exactly  60/40  between  business  strikes  and  proofs, 
with  both  formats  extremely  rare.  An  almost-negligible  1,000 
pieces  were  produced  for  circulation,  although  few  coins  actually 
were  released  into  commerce  and  the  rest  are  believed  to  have  been 
melted.  Perhaps  as  few  as  40  to  50  business  strikes  remain.  PCGS  and 
NGC  show  51  grading  events  combined,  but  there  are  undoubtedly 
many  resubmissions  and  crossovers  included  in  the  figure.  Proofs 
paint  a  similar  picture,  with  32  grading  events,  although  the  real 
population  is  believed  to  be  no  more  than  25  to  30  pieces. 

Many  advanced  double  eagle  collections  lack  an  1886  twenty 
of  any  kind.  Walter  Breen  thought  business  strikes  were  rarer  than 
proofs  based  on  auction  appearances,  but  the  number  of  low-grade 
pieces  from  circulation  are  not  always  taken  into  account.  In  any 
case,  both  business  strikes  and  proofs  are  snapped  up  as  soon  as  they 
are  offered  and  tend  to  stay  tucked  away  for  long  periods  of  time. 

This  About  Uncirculated  business  strike  —  like  most  of  the 
circulation  strikes  —  shows  prooflike  areas  around  the  central 
devices,  stars,  and  legends.  Rich,  honey-gold  color  and  strong 
details  on  the  motifs  balance  the  abrasions  that  are  numerous,  as 
expected  for  a  double  eagle  in  this  grade.

A  notable  lack  of  abrasions  suggests  the  current  coin  may  never 
have  left  U.S.  shores.

Unc  Details.  The  surfaces  are  bright  and  satiny,  as  one  would 
expect  from  a  High  Relief,  and  the  strike  details  are  strong 
throughout.  The  obverse  rim  shows  filing,  but  hardly  any  is  evident 
on  the  reverse  rim.  We  have  seen  this  on  a  number  of  High  Reliefs. 
The  cumulative  effect  of  filing  is  obvious  if  someone  had  access  to 
numerous  gold  coins,  say,  someone  like  a  bank  teller.  But  the  High 
Relief  may  have  been  an  especially  vulnerable  target  since  most 
examples  show  at  least  some  evidence  of  extruded  metal  around 
the  rims.  The  loss  of  some  of  this  wire  rim  would  make  many  High 
Reliefs  appear  as  any  other  coin  where  a  wire  rim  would  not  be 
expected.  Rich  reddisfntinted  surfaces  show  just  a  few  light  contact 
marks.

4953  1907  High  Relief,  Wire  Rim  MS63  PCGS.  Augustus  Saint' 
Gaudens’  original  double  eagle  designs  were  intended  for  a  coin 
of  sculptural  relief,  similar  to  that  imparted  upon  ancient  Greek 
coinage,  but  the  multiple  strikes  needed  to  bring  up  the  designs 
proved  impractical  for  mass  production,  so  the  relief  was  lowered 
considerably  after  little  more  than  1 1 ,000  pieces  were  struck. 

Many  High  Relief  survivors  exhibit  a  wire  rim,  something  that 
was  viewed  as  a  defect  by  the  mint;  the  raised  lip  around  the  rim 
was  inadvertently  created  by  metal  being  forced  between  the  collar 
and  the  die  face  upon  striking,  a  problem  not  helped  by  multiple 
impressions  from  the  dies. 

This  representative  displays  satiny,  yellow^gold  luster,  with  no 
significant  distractions  seen  upon  close  examination.  The  strike 
is  boldly  impressed  on  both  sides,  with  overall  exceptional  visual 
appeal.

Choice  example  of  this  iconic  issue,  from  a  limited  mintage  of 
12,367  pieces.  The  sculptural  high  relief  of  the  design  proved 
unsuitable  for  high-speed  coinage,  but  the  Mint  succeeded  in 
producing  enough  coins  to  demonstrate  Saint-Gaudens’  beautiful 
design  to  a  cross-section  of  government  officials,  connoisseurs  of 
art,  and  numismatists,  all  of  whom  treasure  the  pieces  today. 

The  present  coin  shows  a  distinctive  wire  rim  around  the  edges, 
caused  by  metal  being  extruded  through  the  tiny  gap  between  the 
dies  and  collar  when  the  coin  was  struck.  This  feature  is  common  on 
examples  struck  early  in  the  production  run,  but  the  Mint  adjusted 
specifications  on  the  planchet  size  and  milling  to  eliminate  it  in 
later  deliveries.  The  brightly  lustrous  yellow  and  rose -gold  surfaces 
show  a  few  minor  contact  marks,  all  consistent  with  the  grade.

The  allure  of  the 
High  Relief  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagle  is  seemingly  impossible 
to  resist  among  collectors  —  even  when  it  defies  numismatic 
logic.  Despite  a  surviving  population  of  more  than  5,000  pieces, 
almost  every  example  in  all  conditions  draws  immediate  attention 
at  auction.  High  quality  near-Gems  (such  as  this  coin)  always 
produce  spirited  bidding  and  consistently  strong  results.  Yet  when 
introduced  in  1907,  the  design  was  the  bane  of  the  Director  of 
the  Mint,  a  nightmare  for  the  coin  press  operators,  a  headache  for 
bankers  (because  the  coins  would  not  stack),  and  a  confusion  for 
the  public,  which  could  not  decipher  the  Roman  numeral  date. 
Still,  just  about  everyone  loved  the  coin. 

Such  is  the  je  ne  sais  quoi  of  the  unrivaled  masterpiece  of 
American  coinage.  The  current  example  is  extremely  pleasing  and 
well-produced.  Boldly  struck  and  virtually  abrasion-free,  a  high 
wire  rim  encircles  the  obverse  and  nearly  the  entire  reverse.  Satin- 
smooth,  olive-gold  coloration  accentuates  the  aesthetic  appeal  of 
the  design.

Details.  AU.  Produced  to  the  extent  of  just  12,367  coins,  the  High 
Relief  double  eagles  of  Saint-Gaudens’  design  were  an  intermediate 
step  between  the  so-called  Ultra  High  Relief  version  and  the 
regular  low  relief  design  that  was  eventually  used,  in  a  couple  of 
differing  varieties,  to  create  the  circulating  coinage  of  this  type. 
According  to  the  Guide  Book  of  Double  Eagles ,  approximately  two- 
thirds  of  the  High  Reliefs  were  struck  with  a  “wire  rim”  or  a  “fin”, 
most  noticeable  around  the  coins’  obverse.  The  other  one-third,  or 
approximately  4,000  pieces,  were  made  with  a  “flat  rim,”  including 
the  present  example. 

This  coin  is  typically  well-struck,  save  for  slight  softness  on 
Liberty’s  head  and  torch  hand,  and  on  the  leaves  along  the  lower 
border  below  the  date.  The  satiny  fields  and  devices  display  lovely, 
evenly  distributed  khaki-gold  coloration.  Some  flattened  areas 
along  the  rim  may  indicate  locations  where  the  coin  was  attached 
to  a  piece  of  jewelry;  probably  a  necklace.

The  year  1907 
must  have  been  a  very  stressful  and  busy  time  for  workers  at 
the  Philadelphia  Mint.  The  so-called  Renaissance  of  American 
Coinage  had  just  begun,  and  profound  changes  were  occurring 
in  the  gold  coinage  designs  of  all  U.S.  denominations.  The  new 
double  eagle  in  particular  was  causing  problems  with  its  high 
relief  design  features  that  were  difficult  to  fully  strike  up  and 
impractical  for  large-scale  production.  The  current  High  Relief 
type  was  created  from  transitional  Very  High  Relief  dies  that 
were  reduced  as  much  as  possible  on  a  Janvier  lathe  machine. 
The  accepted  figure  of  12,867  coins  represents  the  number  of 
High  Relief  examples  produced,  before  the  double  eagle  design 
was  modified  even  further  by  Charles  Barber.  Most  of  the  High 
Reliefs  were  struck  with  a  wire  rim,  a  perceived  defect  that  was 
corrected  before  this  Flat  Rim  variant  was  produced  later.  The 
design  motifs  are  struck  with  beautiful  precision.  Lovely  satiny 
luster  glows  over  each  side  of  this  yellow-gold  Gem,  and  the  fields 
and  devices  are  free  of  all  but  the  most  minute  marks.

The  historic  No  Motto 
double  eagle  is  a  gift  to  collectors,  thanks  to  the  stubborn  resolve 
of  Teddy  Roosevelt  and  the  incredible  good  fortune  of  Ron  Gillio, 
who  purchased  the  unsearched  and  undisturbed  Wells  Fargo  Hoard 
of  19,900  No  Motto  pieces  in  mint-sealed  bags.  President  Roosevelt 
resisted  the  public  and  a  slow-acting  Congress  to  achieve  a  short 
period  of  No  Motto  double  eagle  production,  before  IN  GOD  WE 
TRUST  was  added  to  the  coinage  late  in  the  year. 

The  Wells  Fargo  Hoard  yielded  a  huge  number  of  Gem  and  finer 
1908  No  Motto  double  eagles,  including  “The  Magnificent  Ten”  — 
ten  pieces  that  graded  an  incredible  MS69,  the  only  Saint-Gaudens 
double  eagles  to  receive  such  a  lofty  PCGS  grade.  The  present  coin 
(“only”  MS68)  is  just  a  step  behind  the  others,  though  not  through 
any  faults  or  discernible  detractions.  It  is  an  impeccably  lustrous, 
rich-gold  No  Motto  example.  This  fully  struck  and  unmarked 
double  eagle  is  a  virtually  unimprovable  Superb  Gem,  a  coin  that  is 
sure  to  find  its  way  into  the  finest  double  eagle  or  high-grade  type 
collection.

This  yellow-orange  piece  has  pleasing  luster 
and  relatively  strong  overall  detail.  Its  carefully  preserved  surfaces 
further  enhance  the  coin’s  excellent  eye  appeal.  PCGS  has  graded 
only  10  coins  finer  (4/14).

Either  they  were  stored  in  the  Treasury  as  backing  for 
gold  certificates,  or  they  were  exported  overseas.  Today,  examples 
of  this  issue  are  easily  located  in  lower  Mint  State  grades  through 
MS63.  Gem  specimens  such  as  this  are  much  more  difficult  to 
obtain.  Light  reddish-gold  luster  and  traces  of  pale  pink  toning 
reside  on  both  sides,  each  of  which  is  sharply  struck  and  minimally 
abraded.

4991  1926-D  MS64  PCGS.  During  the  1940s,  the  1926-D  Saint- 
Gaudens  double  eagle  was  considered  one  of  the  rarest  dates  of  the 
20th  century  gold  series,  and  the  issue  is  still  much  more  elusive 
than  the  reported  mintage  of  481,000  pieces  would  suggest.  Most 
of  the  mintage  was  stored  in  government  vaults  and  banking 
facilities,  and  later  melted  after  the  Gold  Recall  of  1933.  Only  a 
few  coins  were  saved  for  numismatic  purposes. 

Early  auction  appearances  were  few-and-far-between  and 
contemporary  numismatists  believed  the  1926-D  was  even  more 
elusive  than  other  great  rarities,  like  its  1927-D  counterpart  and 
the  Ultra  High  Relief  issue  of  1907.  When  B.  Max  Mehl  cataloged 
an  example  in  lot  916  of  the  Dr.  Charles  W.  Green  Collection  in 
April  of  1945,  he  noted: 

“1926  Denver  Mint  Double  Eagle.  Uncirculated  with  mint 
luster.  Only  in  the  recent  few  years  has  the  real  rarity  of 
this  coin  been  recognized.  In  1944  this  coin  was  cataloged 
for  only  $100.00:  In  1946  it  was  cataloged  for  $200.00,  and 
now  it  is  cataloged  at  $1,000.  The  rarity  of  this  coin  may 
well  be  surmised  from  the  fact  that  none  of  the  great  col¬ 
lections  of  Double  Eagles  offered  on  the  market  in  the  last 
few  years  had  a  specimen  in  it.  Such  great  collections  as  the 
Bell,  “The  World’s  Greatest”  and  others.  This  is  the  first 
specimen  ever  to  be  offered  at  auction.” 

Of  course,  the  1926-S  was  not  quite  as  rare  as  Mehl  believed, 
and  an  example  actually  was  offered  in  lot  1044  of  the  World’s 
Greatest  Collection  (Numismatic  Gallery,  1/1946),  which  he 
somehow  overlooked.  A  few  more  coins  surfaced  in  European 
banks  in  the  1950s,  where  they  had  been  sheltered  out  of  reach  of 
the  U.S.  government  recall,  but  only  a  small  number  ever  turned 
up  in  this  manner.  Although  the  1926-D  eventually  slipped  from 
the  apex  of  the  rarity  charts,  it  is  still  the  fourth  rarest  date  of  the 
series  in  high  grade. 

The  present  coin  is  an  impressive  Choice  example,  with  well- 
detailed  design  elements  that  show  just  a  touch  of  the  usual  softness 
on  the  lower  obverse.  The  pleasing  orange  and  reddish-gold 
surfaces  show  only  minor  signs  of  contact  and  vibrant  mint  luster 
adds  to  the  outstanding  eye  appeal.

4994  1927-S  AU55  NGC.  Millions  were  minted  (3.1  million,  actually) 
but  precious  few  survive,  the  result  of  the  infamous  gold  recall  of 
the  1930s  in  which  nearly  the  entire  1927-S  double  eagle  mintage 
was  melted.  Although  understandably  in  the  shadow  of  its  branch 
mint  counterpart,  the  ultra-rare  1927-D  twenty,  the  1927-S  date  is 
rare  as  well.  Possibly  fewer  than  250  pieces  survive  in  all  grades. 

This  appealing  example  is  one  of  the  most  original-looking 
About  Uncirculated  representatives  that  can  be  found.  The  obverse 
shows  apricot-gold  toning  with  olive-green  accents.  Soft  luster 
remains  over  much  of  the  well-detailed  surface.  The  reverse  is 
nearly  untoned  and  radiant,  with  lime-green  highlights  amid  the 
strong  remaining  luster.  Some  abrasions  exist  as  expected  for  the 
Choice  About  Uncirculated  grade  —  mostly  on  the  obverse.

Although  the  1928  Philadelphia  issue 
had  the  highest  mintage  of  any  double  eagle  issue,  with  more  than 
8.8  million  pieces  struck,  they  are  not  quite  as  easy  to  locate  as 
the  1908  No  Motto  issue  or  the  1924  and  1927  issues.  Surviving 
examples  are  available  in  all  grades.

Rare  Sandblast  Proof 
Only  74  Pieces  Struck 
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4996  1912  PR67  PCGS  Secure.  CAC.  Only  74  proof  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagles  were  struck  in  1912,  and  this  date  is  roughly  comparable  in 
rarity  to  the  1911  and  the  other  dates  of  the  series  (except  for  the  1908,  which  is  the  most  “common”).  Earlier  estimates  of  the  number  of 
survivors  have  ranged  between  10-15  pieces  to  as  many  as  20-25  specimens.  We  believe  the  actual  number  of  proofs  in  all  grades  is  somewhat 
higher,  between  40  and  50  coins. 

The  finish  of  this  piece  shows  nearly  monochromatic  mustard  coloration  over  both  sides,  though  close  inspection  reveals  occasional  hints  of 
olive-gold.  Magnification  shows  myriad  tiny  sparkling  facets  from  the  sandblast  surfaces.  This  sparkle  gives  the  coin  a  “life”  and  sheen  that  serves  as 
a  perfect  counterbalance  to  the  otherwise  deep  coloration  on  the  piece.  Unfortunately,  this  “sandblast”  finish  proved  as  unpopular  with  collectors 
as  the  matte  and  Roman  finishes  of  earlier  years,  and  many  of  the  coins  went  unsold,  to  be  melted  after  the  end  of  the  year.  The  design  was 
modified  slightly  in  1912,  adding  two  stars  to  the  obverse  array  to  signify  the  admission  of  Arizona  and  New  Mexico  to  the  Union. 

Despite  the  lack  of  enthusiasm  most  contemporary  collectors  showed  for  the  proof  issues  of  this  period,  a  few  numismatists  like  Virgil  Brand  and 
John  H.  Clapp  continued  to  order  proofs  from  the  Mint  on  a  regular  basis.  One  such  numismatist  was  William  Forrester  Dunham,  whose  collection 
featured  an  unbroken  run  of  proof  twenties  from  1885  until  1914.  When  his  collection  was  sold  by  B.  Max  Mehl  in  June  1941,  the  1912  proof  Saint 
was  described  in  lot  2359: 

“1912  Sandblast  proof.  Rare.  For  some  reason  this  date  seems  to  be  more  scarce  and  difficult  to  obtain  than  any  of  the  other  dates  of  this 
series.” 

The  lot  realized  $75,  a  higher  price  than  any  other  Saint-Gaudens  twenty  in  the  sale  (12  Saints  were  offered,  including  both  Wire  Rim  and  Flat  Rim 
High  Reliefs  and  proofs  from  1908-1914).  Present-day  numismatists  believe  the  later  proof  issues  of  the  series  are  actually  even  rarer  than  the  1912, 
but  Mehl’s  comments  may  have  been  true  in  1941,  before  the  coins  in  the  great  collections  of  Fouis  Eliasberg,  Colonel  E.H.R.  Green,  and  Virgil  Brand 
came  on  the  market.  The  1912  sandblast  proof  remains  quite  rare,  in  any  case.  The  current  prices  realized  record  for  the  1912  proof  Saint-Gaudens 
double  eagle  was  recently  set  by  the  coin  offered  here  when  it  sold  for  $21 1,500  in  lot  5936  of  the  Rosemont  Signature  (Heritage,  8/2013). 

The  present  coin  is  a  magnificent  Superb  Gem,  with  fully  struck  devices  and  a  wire  rim  around  both  sides.  Close  inspection 
with  a  loupe  reveals  no  mentionable  distractions  on  the  unblemished  fields.  This  is  the  only  specimen  graded  MS67  by 
PCGS,  and  its  added  CAC  endorsement  makes  this  piece  even  more  desirable.  This  is  only  the  second  time  a  Superb  Gem 
from  PCGS  has  been  offered  at  public  auction.

A  challenging  coin  to  find  in  attractive, 
Uncirculated  condition,  there  are  six  varieties  known  from  four 
obverse  dies  and  five  reverse  dies.  The  Lafayette  Dollar  is  the 
only  commemorative  coin  that  is  collectible  by  die  pairs,  and  the 
only  commemorative  struck  from  hand-made  dies.  David  Bowers 
writes,  “Desirable  are  certified  issues  that  are  fully  brilliant  or  with 
attractive  light  toning,  and  are  clearly  in  the  grades  stated.  MS64 
and  MS65  coins  are  rare,  with  the  latter  being  especially  so.” 

This  lustrous  MS65  example  earned  the  PCGS  Plus  designation 
for  quality  and  eye  appeal.

5016  (1849)  Moffat  &  Co.  16  Dollar  Ingot  AU58  NGC.  K-3,  High  R.6.  Among  the  earliest  and  most  successful  private  gold  assayers  and 
smelters  during  the  California  Gold  Rush  was  Moffat  &  Company,  headed  by  John  Little  Moffat  of  New  York  State.  Moffat 
had  previously  worked  in  the  gold  fields  of  North  Carolina  and  Georgia,  and  he  came  to  California  well-prepared  to  serve  the  miners 
who  needed  to  have  their  gold  dust  weighed,  evaluated,  and  converted  into  bars  or  ingots. 

Departing  from  New  York  by  ship  in  February  1849,  Moffat  brought  with  him  three  assistants,  later  partners  in  his  company;  along  with 
the  tools  and  machinery  needed  in  order  to  carry  out  his  smelting  and  assaying  activities. 

Arriving  in  California  in  June,  1849,  Moffat  and  his  three  associates  wasted  no  time  in  getting  their  new  enterprise  operational.  They 
placed  advertisements  in  two  California  newspapers  on  June  21,  announcing  their  new  smelting  and  assaying  operation.  These  advertisements 
included  endorsements  from  several  prominent  firms  and  individuals,  including  no  less  a  personage  than  the  Secretary  of  the  United  States 
Treasury,  R.J.  Walker. 

The  small  rectangular  gold  ingots  that  Moffat  &  Company  produced,  including  the  present  piece,  must  have  been  made 
shortly  after  the  opening  of  their  business.  By  late  August,  the  company  was  engaged  in  the  minting  of  gold  coins,  after  procuring  the 
services  of  George  Albrecht  Ferdinand  Kuner,  recently  arrived  from  New  York,  as  their  chief  engraver.  Apparently  produced  in 
denominations  ranging  from  $9.43  to  $264,  few  of  the  ingots  still  exist.  Probably  only  15  to  20  of  the  $16.00  ingots  survive. 

This  example  appears  to  have  circulated  very  little,  as  indicated  by  the  near-Mint  grade  assessment  by  NGC.  The  stamp  is 
boldly  impressed  and  nearly  centered  on  the  small  rectangular  ingot.  The  lettering  reads: 

MOFFAT  &  Co 
20  3/4  CARAT 
$16.00 

Wispy,  shallow  marks  are  noted  mainly  on  the  blank  reverse,  and  most  are  undoubtedly  minor  imperfections  that  were  on  the  “planchet”  prior  to 
the  striking  process.

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5017  1851  Humbert  Fifty  Dollar,  887  Thous.  50  Rev.  MS62  NGC.  K-4,  High  R.5.  The  majestic  Lettered  Edge  Humbert  fifty  dollar  gold  pieces  were 
struck  in  February  1851  and  they  are  probably  the  most  recognizable  private  coinage  issue  of  the  Gold  Rush  period.  Most  Territorial  issues  are  only  easily 
identified  by  knowledgeable  specialists,  but  the  big  fifty  dollar  slugs  are  instantly  familiar  to  casual  collectors  and  even  the  general  public.  The  coins 
are  very  scarce  today,  and  Heritage  Auctions  is  pleased  to  include  this  spectacular  Condition  Census  specimen  in  this  important  offering 

Congress  passed  an  act  in  the  summer  of  1850  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  contract  with  an  established  assaying  firm  in 
California  to  act  as  a  government  assay  office  and  issue  ingots  which  would  serve  as  a  universally  accepted  medium  of  exchange.  The  contract 
was  awarded  to  Moffat  &  Co.,  and  they  operated  as  the  United  States  Assay  Office  from  September  30,  1850  until  December  1853,  striking  many 
different  coins  and  ingots  in  the  interim.  New  York  watchmaker  Augustus  Humbert  was  appointed  United  States  Assayer,  and  he  prepared  obverse 
and  reverse  dies  for  the  proposed  ingots  before  leaving  New  York.  An  early  auction  appearance  of  the  K-4  Humbert  fifty,  in  lot  353  of  Henry 
Chapman’s  catalog  of  the  Captain  Andrew  C.  Zabriskie  Collection  (6/1909),  provides  an  interesting  description  of  the  issue: 

“1851  $50.  Defiant  eagle  to  left,  head  to  right,  supports  a  U.S.  shield  and  three  arrows  in  right  talon,  a  scroll  inscribed  LIBERTY  passes 
through  beak;  around  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  below  50  D  C  the  50  punched  in  and  a  blank  space  left  before  the  C,  evidently 
with  the  intention  of  punching  in  the  number  of  carats,  above  887  THOUS.  R.  Engine  turned,  with  50  in  center.  Edge,  AUGUSTUS 
HUMBERT  UNITED  STATES  ASSAYER  OF  GOLD  CALIFORNIA  1851  Borders,  plain.  Octagon.  Fine.  Two  slight  nicks  on  edge.  Very 
rare.” 

The  lot  realized  $300,  a  strong  price  at  the  time.  Today  numismatists  believe  the  D  and  C  on  the  design  were  meant  to  represent  dollars 
and  cents,  making  it  possible  to  issue  ingots  of  all  different  sizes  and  values  using  the  same  die  and  simply  punching  in  the  appropriate 
monetary  value.  In  actual  practice,  the  U.S.  Assay  Office  only  issued  fifty  dollar  slugs  with  these  dies,  being  restricted  from  issuing  coins  in 
other  denominations  until  1852.  The  fineness  on  the  ribbon  was  also  left  blank  on  the  original  die  so  different  finesses  could  be  impressed. 
At  least  two  different  finenesses  were  employed  on  different  issues,  880  THOUS  (most  common)  and  887  THOUS  (as  on  this  coin).  The 
necessity  of  punching  in  the  appropriate  inscription  on  each  of  the  octagonal  faces  of  the  edge,  as  well  as  punching  in  the  fineness  and 
value  (on  obverse  and  reverse)  required  a  labor-intensive  14'Step  process  to  strike  each  coin.  As  a  result,  the  lettered  edge  design  was  soon 
modified  to  the  much  more  efficient  reeded  edge  type.  The  K-4  variety,  with  .887  fineness  and  50  on  the  reverse,  is  a  very  scarce  issue 
today.  NGC  has  graded  a  total  of  20  coins  in  all  grades,  with  six  examples  in  MS62  and  a  single  piece  finer,  while  PCGS  has  graded  29 
specimens  in  all  grades,  with  two  MS62  examples  finest  (5/14).  These  figures  undoubtedly  include  some  resubmissions  and  crossovers. 

The  coin  offered  here  is  a  delightful  MS62  example,  with  attractive  honey-gold  surfaces  that  show  highlights  of  green  and  a 
scattering  of  minor  contact  marks  on  both  sides.  The  rim  shows  a  few  insignificant  nicks,  but  no  large  or  distracting  edge  bumps,  and 
the  overall  level  of  preservation  is  remarkably  high  for  such  a  large  gold  coin.  The  design  elements  are  sharply  detailed  in  most  areas, 
with  just  a  touch  of  the  usual  softness  on  the  arrow  feathers  and  upper  shield  border.  The  feathers  in  the  eagle’s  wings  and  breast  are 
bold.  The  engine  turned  reverse  is  reminiscent  of  a  watch  casing,  perhaps  inspired  by  Humbert’s  earlier  career  as  a  watchmaker.  Vibrant 
mint  luster  adds  to  the  exceptional  eye  appeal  of  this  spectacular  Territorial  rarity.  Only  one  coin  has  been  certified  in  higher  numeric 
grade,  making  this  lot  an  important  opportunity  for  the  advanced  collector.

Produced 
for  the  fledgling  U.S.  Assay  Office  in  early  1851  under  the 
direction  of  Augustus  Humbert,  the  fifty  dollar  gold  pieces  served 
multiple  purposes.  They  effectively  cleansed  the  local  economy  of 
substandard  and  debased  coins  through  remelting  into  the  large 
octagonal  “slugs.”  Never  intended  as  more  than  a  temporary  measure, 
the  new  gold  pieces  were  especially  useful  for  custom  duties. 

Some  in  local  commerce  viewed  the  awkward  coins  as 
“monstrous  chunks,”  yet  the  fifty  dollar  pieces  circulated  readily. 
The  present  example  saw  moderate  use,  with  some  of  the  dings, 
scrapes,  and  bumps  common  to  the  huge,  heavy  coins.  Nice  AU 
detail  remains,  however,  with  bright,  yellow-gold  surfaces  and 
strong  corners.  The  tooling  referred  to  on  the  holder  is  most  likely 
confined  to  the  date  area,  where  it  appears  a  weak  effort  was  made 
to  strengthen  the  1851  date.  Otherwise,  there  are  no  significant 
problems  with  this  perfectly  acceptable  example  of  the  type.

The  Close 
Date  and  264  GRS.  CALIFORNIA  GOLD  on  the  reverse  identify 
the  rare  K-8  variety.  These  coins  were  produced  by  Moffat  &  Co.  in 
January  of  1852,  after  local  merchants  and  bankers  petitioned  them 
to  issue  private  gold  coinage  to  relieve  the  shortage  of  circulating 
coinage  in  the  region.  The  reported  mintage  was  8,650  pieces.  The 
264  GRS.  on  the  reverse  was  in  response  to  a  statement  by  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  assayers  that  264  grains  of  California  gold  would 
yield  10  dollars  worth  of  bullion  after  refining.

diameter  of  a  Type  Three  gold  dollar.  Steamboat  inventor  Robert 
Fulton  is  depicted  on  the  obverse.  The  exergue  dates  (1809  -  1909) 
commemorate  a  century  of  steamboat  navigation  though  Hudson 
Bay.  The  reverse  depicts  the  Clermont,  the  first  commercial 
steamboat,  which  ferried  passengers  between  New  York  and  Albany. 
An  early  matte-finish  Thomas  Elder  issue. 


1954  Albany  Bicentennial  Gold  Medal 
HK-511,  Cradle  of  the  Union,  MS64  Prooflike 


5518  1954  Albany  200th  Anniversary,  Cradle  of  the  Union  MS64 
Prooflike  NGC.  HK-511.  38  mm.  The  City  of  Albany,  New  York, 
celebrated  its  bicentennial  with  a  Cradle  of  the  Union  fair  in  June, 
1954.  A  medal  was  issued,  and  featured  the  Albany  Stadt  Huys  of 
1754.  The  reverse  depicts  Benjamin  Franklin’s  well  known  “Join 
or  Die”  cartoon  of  a  cut  snake,  each  piece  representing  a  different 
colony.  Examples  were  struck  in  silver,  gold,  and  bronze.  The  900 
Fine  gold  variety  had  a  mintage  of  50  pieces  and  today  is  listed  as 
Rarity-7  (11  to  20  known).  A  flashy  sun-gold  medal  with  a  full 
strike  and  fine  die  polish  lines  in  the  fields.

An  Excellent  Carving  by  ‘Peanut  Ear’ 


5519  Original  Hobo  Nickel,  Above-Average  Quality.  Executed  on  a 
nice  1913  Type  One  nickel,  this  excellent  nickel  is  by  the  prolific 
carver  known  as  Peanut  Ear.  The  classic  rendering  is  almost 
identical  to  the  Troy  Wiseman  example  that  sold  in  our  2007 
FUN  Signature  Auction  as  lot  8149,  but  it  is  not  the  same  piece. 
A  distinctive,  punched  beard  and  mustache  are  characteristic  of 
the  artist’s  work,  as  is  the  diagnostic  ear  shaped  like  a  peanut.  A 
simple-but-elegant  derby  shows  a  small  notch  at  the  top,  with  a 
thin  extension  of  hair  visible  beneath  the  brim  across  the  forehead. 


1913  Type  One  Hobo  Nickel 
By  the  Carver  Nicknamed  “Tufty” 


5520  Original  Hobo  Nickel.  An  above-average  piece  done  by  the 
nickel  artist  known  as  Tufty,  named  after  a  signature  tuft  of  hair  on 
the  forehead  that  peeks  out  beneath  a  derby-style  hat  with  a  long, 
curved  brim  and  a  plain  hat  band.  The  hair  and  beard  are  carved, 
not  punched,  above  a  straight-grooved  collar.  Tufty’s  work  normally 
shows  a  cauliflowerlike  ear  and  an  ethnic  nose,  slightly  altered  at 
the  top  —  both  in  evidence  on  this  nice  carving.

Classic  Hobo  Nickel  by  ‘Slick’ 
Bearded  Man  Wearing  a  Derby 


5521  Original  Hobo  Nickel.  Identified  by  our  consigner  as  a  match  to 
the  work  by  the  artist  nicknamed  “Slick”  by  the  Original  Hobo 
Nickel  Society  —  so  named  because  the  background  is  slicked  out 
deeply  around  the  carving,  with  the  date  eliminated  but  LIBERTY 
left  untouched.  This  example  confirms  on  several  characteristics 
of  the  artist,  including  the  punched  beard  and  hair  done  neatly  in 
organized  fashion,  a  clear  area  around  the  mouth  and  lips,  a  domed 
hat  in  three  sections  (top,  band,  and  rim),  and  a  layered,  high 
collar. 


Well-Executed  Hobo  Nickel 
By  an  Unknown  Artist 


5522  Original  Hobo  Nickel.  An  above-average  carving,  similar  in 
several  respects  to  the  OHNS-named  artist  called  “Notch  Nose” 
but  we  are  not  certain  of  this  attribution.  The  nose,  indeed,  is 
notched  and  the  punched  beard,  mustache,  eyebrow,  and  hair  are 
similar  to  other  examples  of  the  artist.  Some  similarities  exist  in 
the  hat  band,  although  the  brim  is  different  than  other  known 
examples.  An  excellent  research  piece,  high-quality  and  interesting.

A  Pair  of  Unusual  Nickels 
Two  OHNS -Named  Carvers 


5523  Two  Hobo  Nickels.  The  first  nickel  (pictured  at  left)  is  the 
aptly-named  “Heritage  Hank,”  dubbed  by  Arturo  DelFavero  and 
Ralph  Winter  after  six  examples  of  the  carver’s  work  appeared  in 
a  Heritage  auction.  This  example  shows  a  1936  nickel  with  a  man 
in  a  short-billed,  button  cap  puffing  on  a  cigarette.  This  nickel  has 
an  uncertain  date  of  carving.  OHNS  suggests  both  round  point  and 
line  gravers  plus  a  rubber  wheel  were  used  to  create  the  design. 

The  second  nickel  (pictured  at  right)  is  a  “Carvetoon”  as 
described  by  OHNS.  This  one  is  named  “Cookie”  —  a  Garfield- 
like  cartoon  character  in  a  chef’s  hat,  done  in  a  love  token  style 
on  a  planed-off  nickel.  Perhaps  a  dozen  such  pieces  of  different 
cartoon  or  cartoon-like  subjects  are  known,  all  hand  engraved  with 
no  power  tools  to  create  the  art.  (Total:  2  coins) 


Two  Original  Hobos 
Interesting  Subjects  for  Research 


5524  Two  Original  Hobo  Nickels.  Two  different  styles  and  levels  of 
expertise  are  shown  by  these  two  nickels.  Each  example  is  an 
original  hobo,  and  each  is  an  excellent  research  opportunity.  The 
first  example  (pictured  at  left)  is  a  less-refined  carving,  but  one 
where  the  carver  demonstrates  careful  details  in  the  work.  The 
expressive  face  shows  a  man  hardened  by  the  times.  The  beard 
and  hair  are  carved  in  straight-line  cuts.  A  piercing  eye  was  added 
beneath  a  prominent  eyebrow,  the  nose  is  strong  and  altered  above  a 
determined  mouth  and  jaw.  The  collar  is  simple  but  well-detailed. 

The  second  example  is  more  expertly  done  (pictured  at  right). 
A  bronze  patina  shows  a  bearded  gent  skillfully  rendered,  with 
star-shaped  punches  and  fine  lines  used  for  the  beard  and  hair. 
The  derby,  collar,  and  shoulder  are  carved  with  precision  and 
detail.  The  ear  is  similar  to  one  employed  by  the  carver  nicknamed 
“Needle  Ear”  as  described  by  the  Original  Hobo  Nickel  Society.

Two  Above-Average  Hobo  Nickels 
Original  and  Exceptional 


5525  Two  Original  Hobo  Nickels.  The  artists  are  unknown  for  these 
two  nickels,  which  are  of  similar  high  quality,  but  are  obviously 
done  by  different  carvers.  The  first  example  (pictured  at  left)  is 
a  bearded  man  in  a  dimensionally  detailed  hat,  complete  with 
feathers  on  the  hat  band.  The  hair  and  beard  were  created  with  a 
beading  tool  or  jeweler’s  punch.  Intricate  carving  of  the  shirt  collar 
and  coat  are  of  the  highest  quality. 

The  nickel  pictured  on  the  right  is  a  coin  needing  attribution 
from  an  expert  or  advanced  collector  for  its  special  style  and  quality. 
It  is  an  old  and  distinctive  carving,  with  excellent  hat  details 
and  expressiveness  in  the  facial  features.  A  mixture  of  tools  and 
techniques  were  used  to  embellish  the  design. 

Both  of  these  exceptional  nickels  are  destined  for  a  fine 
collection  and  future  study.

Color  variations  can  be  expected  in 
any  electronic  or  printed  imaging,  and  are  not  grounds  for  the  return  of  any  lot.  NOTE:  Auctioneer, 
in  specified  auction  venues,  for  example,  Fine  Art,  may  have  express  written  warranties  and  you  are 
referred  to  those  specific  terms  and  conditions. . 

39.  Auctioneer  is  selling  only  such  right  or  title  to  the  items  being  sold  as  Auctioneer  may  have  by 
virtue  of  consignment  agreements  on  the  date  of  auction  and  disclaims  any  warranty  of  title  to 
the  Property.
